Rev. George-S. Avery 


: —-0—- 

Rev. George Sanford Avery of 
Mount Vernon, N. Y., died Tues- 
day, March 3, after a brief illness 
of pneumonia at the Westchester 
hospital at the age of 81 years. 
He was resident manager of the 
New York Christian Home for 
Intemperate Men, better known 
as Chester Crest, at Katonah, N. 
Y., and had directed the rehabili- 
tation of thousands of drinkers 
by methods which sought to put 
them back on their feet, niot only 
physically but mentally and 
morally. Dr. Avery was the sec- 
ond resident manager in the 
home’s history. It was founded 
in 1878 just after the revival cam- 
paigns of Dwight L. Moody and 
Ira.D, Sankey in New York City. 

Before going to the home, Dr. 
Avery had been Eastern field 
manager for Moody. A native of 
Lowell, Mass., he entered evange- 
lism after working for a time as 
a shoe salesman in Chicago and 


jas secretary of the college divi- 


sion of the Young Men’s Christian 
Association in Boston. 

In the carly ’90s Dr. Avery 
conducted tent revival meetings 
in Boston and its vicinity. He 
was ordained as a minister in the 
People’s Church there in 1894 
and a year later was sent to take 
charge of a mission in the Hell’s 
Kitchen section of New York. He 
remained at the mission until 
1899, 

In 1884, Dr. Avery married 

Miss Mary Elizabeth Pastridge, 
also a native of Lowell. They cel- 
ebrated their golden anniveftsary 
last October 14 in the.chapel at 
Chester Crest. 
_ The funeral service was held 
the following Saturday at the 
First Methodist: church in Mt. 
Vernon and intertnent was at 
Kensico cemetery. 

Rev, and Mrs. Avery have been 
for many years summer residents 
of East Northfield and of late 
years were guests at The North- 
field Hotel, although they own a 
summer residence in Mountain 
Park on Linden avenue.

It was a great 
joy to him when thousands of 
soldiers from every Northern 
state poured into the capital 
singing as they came, We’re com- 
ing Father Abraham, three hun- 
dred thousand strong. Mr. Tyler 
related the story told some years 
ago, by Maj. Gen. O. O. Howard 
who first went to Washington as 
Colonel o fthe Third Maine Regi- 
ment. He said that their orders 
were to leave the train at Balti- 
more and then march into Wash- 
ington.-On the way down they 
had learned that the Sixth Massa- 
chusetts a few days before had 
been mobbed in the city of Balti- 
more and several! of the men had 
been killed by the Northern sol- 
diers. Gen. Howard said that he 
did not intend to take any chan- 
ces in that city so as soon as his 
men had alighted from the train 
his first order was for the men 
to load their guns. “And” said 
he, “we then passed through the 
streets unmolested and every- 
where we were treated very po- 
litely.” This well known Major- 
General gave a most interesting 
address upon “Reminiscences of 
Abraham Lincoln.” One impres- 
sive fact stands out in the life of 
Lincom, and that is that he be- 
lieved in prayer. It is well to re- 
call that in the spring of 1863 
when the sky looked dark and 
several engagements had been 
lost by the Northern army. The 

resident called for a day of fast- 
ng and prayer for April 30 of 
that year and thousands of faith- 
ful supporters all over the North 
gathered in the church and fire- 


side, anywhere they could, and] 


poured out most earnest suppli- 
cation for the country and the 
resident. It is a notable fact that 
fi less than three months, there 
ons a turn in the tide, and it fs 
generally held that with the sur- 
render of Vicksburg about July 
ist, and Lee’s being stopped at 
Gettysburg the Confederacy had 
been checked and from that time 
Victory began to be assured.
